TL is @ Most invajuable part of that hlessed liberty wherantth Christ 

hath made us free, that in bis worship, different forms und usages 
may without offence be allowed, provided the substance of the faith be 
kept entire ; and that, in every Church, what cannot be clearly de- 
termined to belong to Doctrme must be referred to Discipline ; and 
therefore, by common consent and nuthority, may be altered, abridg- 
ed, enlarged, amended, or otherwise disposed of, as may seem most 
‘Convenient for the edification of the people, “ according to the va- 
rious exigencies of times and occasions.’ 

The Church of Englond, to which the Protestant Episcopal Church 
In these States is in ebted, under GOD, for her first foundation sind 
a long continuance of nursing care and protection, hath, in the Pre- 
face of rer Book of Common Prayer, laid it down as a Rule, that 
** The Particular Forms of Divine Worship, and the Rites and Cere- 
Monies appointed to be used therein, being things in their own pa- 
tore indifferent and alterable, and so acknowledged, it is but reas@n- 
able that, upon weighty and important considerations, accor ns to 
the various exigencies of times and occasions, such changes an¢ i 
terations should be made. therein, as to those who are in places of 
authority should, fro time to time, seem either necessary er exj}c- 
dient.’ 


The same Church hath not only in her Preface, but likewise in He r 
Articles and Hounilies, declared’ the necessity and expediency of ¢ 
casional alterations aad amendments in her Forws of Public Wor 
ship; and we find accoroingly, that, seeking to ‘¢ keep the hapj)y 
mean between too muct stiftness in refusing, and too much easix +s 
in admitting variations in Usings once advisedly established, she hath, 
in the reign of several Princes, since the first compiling of ber Lituy- 
&y in the time of Edward the Sixth, upon just and weighty pone a 
ations her thereunto snoving, yielded to make such alterations in 
some particulurs, as in their respective times were thought conven}- 
ent 5 yet so as that the main body and essential parts of the same (a 


well io the cbiefest materials, as in the frame order thereof) haye 
still been continued frm and unshaken.” L 
Her general aim in these different Reviews and Alterations hat 


according to her best understanding, might most tend to the pr 
Servation of pexce and unity in the ‘buren; the procuring of rev 
rence, and the exciting of piety and deyotion in the worship of God; 
and, finally, the cutting off occasion, from theni that scek occasior 
of cavil or quarrel against her Liturgy.” And although, accordin’ 
to her judgment, there be not ‘an thing in it contrasy to the Won 
of God, or to sound doctrine, or which a godty man may not with + 
g00d conscience use and submit wnto, or which is not fairly defensible, 
ifallowed such just and favourable construction » as, iN Cominon equity, 
Ought to be aliowed to all human wiitings ;” yet upon the principles 
already laid down, it cannot but be supyosed, that further alteratiosk

a review was isstied in the year 1680, But this great and good work 
miscarried at that time ; and the Civil Authority has not since thought 
proper to reyive it by any new Commissi i. 

But when, in the course of Divine Providence, these American 
States became independent with respect to Civil Government, their 
Ecclesiastical Independence was necessarily included ; and the differ- 
ent reiigious denominations of Christians in these States were leit at 
full and equal liberty to model and organize their respective Church. 
¢s, and fornis of worship, and discipline, in such manner as they 
might jadge most convenient for their future prosperity, consistent- 
ly with tbe Constitution and Laws of their Country. 

The attention of this Church was, in the first place, drawn to those 
alterations in the Liturgy which became necessary in (he Prayers for 
our Civil Rulers, in consequence of the Revolution. And the princi- 
pal care herein was to make them conformable to what ought to be 
_ the proper end of ali such prayers, namely, that Rulers may have 
_ grace, wisdom, ard understanding to execute justice, and to main- 
_ fain truth ;” and that the People may Jead quiet and peaceable lives 

in all godliness and honesty,” 

_ But while these alterations were in review before the Convention, 
— they could not bur, with gratitude to God, embrace the bappy oc- 
easion which was of@red to them (uninfuenced and unrestrained by 
any worldly authority whatsoever) to take a further review of the 
Public Service, and to establish such other alterations and amend- 
Metits tverein as might be deemed expedient. 

If scems unnecessary to enumerate all the different alterations 
and amendments. Lhey will appear, and it is to be hoped, the rea- 
sors of them also, upon a Comparison of this with the Bool of Com- 
mon Vrayer of the Church of England. In which it will also @ppear, 
Uvit this Church is far from intending to depart from the Church of 
Englaod in any essential point of doctrine, discipline, or Woiship ; 
or further than locwl circumstances require. 

And now, this important work being brought to a conclusion, it is 
hoped the whole will be received and examined by every true Mem- 
ber of our Chureh, and every sincere Christian, with u meek, can- 
did, and chavituble frame of mind ; without Prejudice or p repos 
S€ssions 5 seriously considering what Christianity is, and what the 
traths of the Gospel are; and earnestly bereeching Almighty God to 
accompany with sis blessing every endeay our for promulgatiay them 
to mankind in the clearest, plamest, mast afeeriag and mestic 
Miaoner, for the sake of Jesus Chrust, our Wiessed Lord ad Sayigur.

And whereas January, March, May, July, August, October, and December, 
have one-and-thirty Days apiece ; it is ordered, that the same Psalms shall be 
read the last Day of the said Months which were read the Duy before }-So thatthe 
Psalter may begin again the first Day of thenext Month ensuing. 

Aad whereas the 119th Psalmis divided sito twenty-two Portions, and is over- 
Tong to be read at one time; itis so ordered, that at one time shall not be tead 
above four or five of the said Portions. 

‘The Minister, instead of reading from the Psalter as divided for Daily Morn- 
ing and Evening Prayer, may read one of the Selections set outbytais Church. 

And, on Days of Fasting und Thanksgiving, appointed either by the Civil or 
by the Ecclesiastical Authority, the Minister AA; appoint such Psalms as he 
shall think fit in his diseretion, unless any shall have been appointed by the 
Ecclesiastical Authority, ina Service set out for the Occasion; which, in that 
ease, shall be used, and no other,

Baptism is not only a sign of 
Profession, and mark of Dif- 
terence, wherehy Christian men 
are discerned froin others that 
be not christened: but it is also 
a sign of Regeveration, or new 
Birth, whereby, as by an instru- 
ment, theythat receive Baptism 
tightly are grafted into the 
Church: the promises of the 
forgiveness ‘of siu, and of our 
adoption to be the sons of God 
by the Holy Ghost, are visibly 
signed and sealed: faith is con- 
firmed, and grace increased by 
virtue of Prayer unto God. The 
Baptism of young children is 
in any wise to be retained in 
the Church as most agreeable 
with the institution of Christ.

The Supper of the Lord is 
not only a sign of the Love that 
Christians ought to have among 
themselves one to another; but 
rather it is. a Sacrament of our 
Redemption !-y Christ’s death:

the same, (he Bread which we 
break is a partaking of the Bo- 
dy of Christ ; and dateies the 
Cup of Blessing is a partaking 
of the Blood of Christ. 

Transubstantiation (or the 
pa = of the substance of Bread 
and Wine) in the Supper of the 
Lord, cannot be ortiees by Holy 
“Writ ; but it is repugnant to the 
plain words of Scripture, over-

The Body of Christ.is given, 


Masses, in which

only after an heavenly and spi- 
ritual manner. And the mean 
whereby the Body of Christ is 
received and eaten in the Sap- 
per, is Faith. 

The Sacrament of the Lord’s 
Supper was not hy Christ’s Ov- 
dinance reserved,carried about, 
lifted op or worshipped.

The wicked, and sich as he 
void of a lively faith, although 
they do carnally and_ visibly 
press with their teeth (as St. 
Augustine saith) the Sacrament 
of the Body ‘and Blood of 
Christ; yet in no wise are they 
partakers of Christ; but rather 
to their Condemnation do eat 
and drink the Sign or Sacra- 
ment of so great a thing. 

Art. XXX. Of both Kinds. 

The Cup of the Lord is not 
tobe deniedto the Lay-People:

nance and Commandment, 
ought to be ministered to all 
Christian men alike.
